Another chapter has been written 
in the pav ing history of Ru shv ille and 
Perkins street will not be pav ed—at 
the present time at least. 
The city 
cou ncil at its meeting last nig ht tu rn­ 
ed down the petition circu lated by 
Charles Alg er and sig ned by ten oth­ 
er citizens hav ing property abu tting 
on Perkins street. The petition asked 
that the street be pav ed with brick 
for its fu ll leng th. 
There was a storm of protest at 
the cou ncil meeting last nig ht. 
The 
remonstrators had the petitioners ou t 
nu mbered abou t two to one, and when 
the v ote was taken on the petition, 
Cou ncilman 
Samu el 
You ng 
and 
Frank Mu ll v oted for the g ranting 
of the petition and Rey nolds, Kelly 
and Hav ens v oted ag ainst the pray er 
of the petition. And there were sig hs 
of relief from the remonstrants. 
The law does not requ ire that* a 
majority of the property owners sig n 
the petition, bu t leav es considerable 
lee-wav for the city cou ncil, in cases 
where the pav ement is to be paid for 
by the property owners. The opinion 
of the majority of the cou ncilmen 
seemed to be that if they g ranted the 
petition the remonstrants wou ld ap­ 
peal to the circu it cou rt for a re­ 
straining order and inv olv e the city 
in a leg al squ abble. 
Another thing 
which seemed to hav e some effect in 
the v ote was the fact that the present 
cou ncil has abou t completed its term 
and that any thing which wou ld be as 
long drawn ou t as this shou ld be 
handled entirely by one cou ncil. 
And now both sides are talking and 
telling how it 
happened; 
why it 
shou ld hav e been done and why it 
shou ld not hav e been done. 
Mean­ 
while Ru shv ille will continu e withou t 
pav ed streets. 
This was the principal bu siness at 
the cou ncil meeting last ev ening and 
the only other bu siness of importance 
was the g ranting of sev eral claims.

She say s the ru mor printed 
in the New Castle paper is an old 
one and is withou t fou ndation. 
The Cou rier say s in a special from 
Ru shv ille: 
There is qu ite an interesting story 
in connection with the death of the 
$11,000 bu ll sold at the Percy Walk­ 
er sale here last fall io W. Kelsey 
Schoeff, the Ohio traction mag nate. 
The Ru sh cou nty cattle man g oes to 
the Isle of 
Jersey reg u larly 
each 
y ear and it was while on one of these 
trips that he saw and admired the 
bu ll and neg otiated for its pu rchase. 
In the Isle of Jersey there is a law 
protecting cattle. 
When any animal 
becomes u nmanag eable for any rea­ 
son it is immediately killed, to pre­ 
v ent its inju ring other 
cattle with 
which it may be ru nning . 
This was 
the case with the $11,000 bu ll. 
His 
keepers lost control of him, and al­ 
thou g h a pedig reed animal, he was on 
his way to the slau g hter pen when 
first seen by Walker. 
It took some 
time and qu ite a little effort to a r­ 
rang e the pu rchase. 
Walker knew 
that the law wou ld be complied with 
and he was su re that he and his men 
cou ld handle the bu ll. 
Consequ ently 
the sale was made for $9 0. 
The hu ll and his pedig ree su bse­ 
qu ently reached Ameriea and finally 
arriv ed in Ru sh cou nty . 
There he 
was seen and admired by thou sands. 
His pedig ree showed him to be one o£ 
the pu rest Jersey bred animals in the 
cou ntry . 
His 
v alu ation increased 
u ntil the day of his sale when Schoeff 
bid practically $11,000 for him. 
It 
was the hig hest price ev er paid for a 
bu ll in this or any other cou ntry . He 
was a beau ty and his pedig ree is said 
to hav e been larg e enou g h to make a 
g ood-sized circu s tent.

The immediate cau se of the trou ble 
at Melilla, Morocco, which has cost 
Spain so dear, occu rred on Ju ly 8, 
when some Moors laid an ambu sh at 
the Spanish mines on the railroad u ear 
Melilla for the pu rpose of making some 
prisoners in order to exchange them 
for Moors who had recently been ar­ 
rested for an assau lt on a policeman. 
Fou r of the miners were killed. There­ 
u pon a detachment of the Melilla gar­ 
rison wTent ou t u nder General Marina 
and rou ted the Moors, thou gh n o t, 
withou t difficu lty, as the bayonet had 
to be u sed, and the Spaniards lost 
twenty-nine killed and wou nded. 


Spanish Mines Raided. 
The remote cau se of the Melilla trou - i 
ble dates back abou t a year and a half, 
when two Spanish mining companies, 
one of them operated with French cap­ 
ital. began work at a point abou t fif­ 
teen miles from Melilla u nder the pro­ 
tection of Rogbi Kaid, who then was 


j su preme in that region. 
In October of 
! last year the tribes revolted, defeated 
I Rogni and raided the mines, which 
i then ceased work.

eminent proceeded to protect them; 
bu t, althou gh some of the tribes did 
not object, others were hostile, and the

I whole district became mu ch distu rbed, 
so that it wTas not till last Ju ne that 
j the miners were able to resu me wTork. 
Under the treaty of 18G0 between 
Morocco and Spain the su ltan is u u der 
obligation to fu rnish regu lar troops for 
, the protection of the Spanish posses- 
i sions of Ceu ta and Melilla against the 
alw’ays more or less u nru ly Riff tribes. 
Bu t he has never done this, and wheu 
Spain recently sent Minister Merry del 
Val to Fez to call Mu lai Hatid's atten­ 
tion to this fact the su ltan not only 
refu sed to listen, bu t Insu lted the min­ 
ister. 
He refu sed to acknowledge the 
mining concessions at Melilla and also 
demanded that the Spaniards with­ 
draw from points where they had 
posted troops to prevent contraband 
traffic In arms as a cou dition prior to 
any discu ssion of the matter. 
Then 
the Spanish government voted $ 700,- 
000 for the strengthening of the garri­ 
sons of Melilla and Ceu ta and no 
dou bt wou ld have soon been mu ch bet­ 
ter prepared to deal with a Moorish 
attack, bu t the Incident above related 
precipitated a crisis before the Span­ 
iards were ready for It. 
Born Soldiers. 
The Ivabyle tribes, which are of Ber­ 
ber origin, are the people with whom 
the soldiers of Spain are contending 
for su premacy on the Riff coast of 
Morocco. 
These tribesmen, who are 
Su nni 
Moslems, are-» born 
soldiers. 
Those of the plains have been recently 
engaged iu carrying ou t pu blic works 
connected with Spain’s mining inter­ 
ests on the coast, while those of the 
mou ntains by su dden raids have pe­ 
riodically u ndone the work of their 
brothers of the plains. 
The present revolt is du e to the in­ 
spiration of the new su ltan of Moroc­ 
co, who recently, it is said, ordered 
the Spaniards to evacu ate the Riff 
coast. 
The Kabyles, iu carrying on 
the revolt, are u sing some Mau ser ri­ 
fles which were sold to them for his 
personal profit by General Margaollo, 
governor of Melilla, who recently was 
killed in a sortie. 


Spa nis h Forts In Ruins . 
The Riff coast came into possessiDn 
of Spain after the Moors had been 
driven ou t of Eu rope in the^fteenth 
centu ry and were pu rsu ed into Africa. 
To prevent a second Moorish invasion, 
Spain began at once to fortify this 
coast, and by the middle of the sev­ 
enteenth centu ry from Ceu ta to Me­ 
lilla and eastwrard as far as the Al­ 
gerian frontier was a strong line of 
fortifications. 
Most of the forts are 
now far advanced in ru in, and all are 
obsolete. 
Some had been evacu ated 
even as early as the beginning o f the 
nineteenth centu ry and, with the co n­ 
nivance of su ccessive Spanish govern­ 
ors, became the stronghold of pirates 
u ntil the latter were swept from the 
sea by the combined efforts of France, 
England and the United States.

Barcelona, where the present dis­ 
content of the people throu ghou t Spain 
over the continu ation of the fighting 
against the Moors at Melilla, in Moroc­ 
co, recently assu med the character of 
civil war, is the capital of the captain 
generalcy of Catalonia as well as the 
most important commercial and indu s­ 
trial town in Spain. 
It is on an u n­ 
du lating plain on the shore of the Med­ 
iterranean, iu abou t the same latitu de 
as Rome. 
On the sou theast rise the 
Montju ieh hills, crowned by fortifica­ 
tions; on the three other sides of the 
plain stretches a pictu resqu e mou ntain 
backgrou nd. The su bu rbs are a series 
of cu ltivated 
semitropical 
gardens, 
and beyond the plain is dotted with 
villages and farms and 
intersected 
with beau tifu l streams. 
Don Qu ixote 
described the city as “u niqu e both in 
beau ty and situ ation,” and even in 
modern days, when the smoke of fac­ 
tory chimneys takes away some of the 
former pietu resqu eness, it ranks as 
one of the most attractive of Mediter­ 
ranean towns. 
Barcelona 
has 
a 
popu lation 
of 
530.000, cou nting the old and new 
towns together. 
The hou ses of the 
new” town are largely bu ilt of hewn 
stone, which make an imposing ap­ 
pearance, and the streets are laid ou t 
very regu larly. 
The bu sy life of the 
city centers in the Rambla, a charm­ 
ing promenade which u nites the old 
town with the new and along which 
are the principal theaters, shops and 
cafes and where the pretty flower 
girls display their wares u nder the 
shade of the plane trees. 


C ity of Tw o Pa rts . 
The old city was formerly su rrou nd­ 
ed by a line of ramparts defended by 
a citadel on the northeast erected by 
Philip V., bu t as these fortifications 
restricted the development of the town 
they were abolished by the local au ­ 
thorities in 1843 despite the opposition 
of the central government. The walls 
of the moat were tu rned into cellars, 
and the grou nd was laid ou t in gar­ 
dens. 
The city rapidly spread ou t to 
the northwest, and in 180 0 an elabo­ 
rate plan was made for laying ou t new' 
districts. 
Thu s the town is divided 
into old and new\ the old interesting 
for its Irregu lar, narrow streets and its 
hou ses, bu ilt in eastern fashion, chief­ 
ly of brick, fou r to five stories in 
height, with flat roofs. 
Old Barcelona forms a hexagon, on 
the sou theast side of which lies the 
harbor. 
On the highest point of the 
town, the Monte Taber, stands the 
cathedral, one of the finest specimens 
of Spanish Gothic architectu re. 
It is 
on a site once occu pied by a Roman 
temple and later by a Moorish mosqu e. 
The bu ilding of the cathedral was be­ 
gu n in 1298. and the keystone of the 
vau lting was laid by Andres Eseu der 
in 1448. 
The scale is not large, bu t 
the arrangement and lighting are so 
fine that the impression of great size 
is given. To the right and left of the 
northeast doorway are two inscriptions 
relating to the bu ilding of the chu rch. 


M a gnific e nt Suns e t Effe c ts . 
The interior of the cathedral is very 
dark, bu t impressive. The small win­ 
dows contain the finest fifteenth cen­ 
tu ry stained glass, and the su nset ef­ 
fects u pon them are magnificent. One 
of the most Interesting of the chapels 
is that of Santo CristI de Lepanto. 
which contains the “Christ of Lepan­ 
to,” said to have been carried by Don 
John of Au stria in his flagship at the 
famou s battle of Oct. 6, 1571. 
The 
Image of the Saviou r is said to be 
bending its head to escape a Tu rkish 
bu llet. 
A nu mber of interesting bu ildings 
are grou ped near the cathedral. 
The 
Canonjia (canonry) dates from the fif­ 
teenth centu ry, and on the back wall is 
a mu ral painting of “The Last Su pper.” 
The shoemakers’ gu ild hou se is an ex­ 
ample of 
sixtenth centu ry 
renais­ 
sance. 
Not far off stands the palacio 
episcopal, 
which 
dates 
from 
92G. 
thou gh rebu ilt since then. It contains 
some Romanesqu e remains, and one of 
Its gateways is partly of Roman work­ 
manship. 


The C ity ’s M y thic a l Founde r. 
In the Calle del Paradis behind the 
cathedral are bu ried three Corinthian 
colu mns fifty feet in height which are 
probably the remains of the portico of 
a Roman temple, described by legend 
as dedicated to Hercu les, the mythical 
fou nder of Barcelona. 
The general 
archive, erected for Charles V., Is an 
interesting Gothic stru ctu re containing 
abou t 4.000.000 docu ments, and the 
Provincial mu seu m, too. is w'orthy of 
note. 
Barcelona’s place In the commercial 
history of Spain is one of pre-emi­ 
nence. 
In the twelfth and thirteenth 
centu ries it was the rival of Venice 
and Genoa. The merchants of Barce­ 
lona cou ld be fou nd trading with all 
the Mediterranean ports, with the 
Netherlands and the orient. With the 
emancipation of the Spanish-Amerlcan 
colonies a decline set in, bu t this 
proved only temporary, and now its 
commercial and indu strial statu s is 
qu ite assu red. The town is sometimes 
called “the Manchester of Spanish 
Lancashire,” and Its cotton, silk and 
vrbolen mills are famou s. Into Its har 
bor, too, come ships from all the colo­ 
nies, bringing tremendou s cargoes of 
Imoorts from all narts of tho world.

It has been officially an­ 
nou nced at Chicago that the manage­ 
ment of the Rock Island railroad has 
decided to equ ip al* its limited trains 
with phonographs and has .contracted 
for a dozen machines to be fu rnished 
within a few days at an expense of 
nearly $ 3,000, inclu ding the mu sic. 
The company will place one of these 
talking and singing machines iu the 
observation cars, the experiment hav­ 
ing been made ou t su ccessfu lly on the 
“Mou ntaineer.” one of the Rock Is­ 
land’s new Chicago-Denver trains. 
The provision of high class mu sic in 
connection with transcontinental travel 
Is du e to the fierce passenger competi­ 
tion betw'een western roads. 
In the 
effort to secu re the bu lk of the travel 
to the Alaska-Yu kbn exposition at Seat­ 
tle the western roads have pu t on near­ 
ly a dozen new trains. The Bu rling­ 
ton began to make a bid for the bu si­ 
ness by fu rnishing a table d’hote meal 
for $ 1, beginning with a cocktail and 
ending with a perfecto cigar, which 
actu ally cost nearly tw ice that amou nt. 
The St. Pau l and other roads follow­ 
ed su it, and the Northern Pacific an­ 
nou nced that it had bou ght chicken 
farms, potato farms and cows that give 
¡ milk of the kind that makes cream, 
and the company also provides eggs 
stamped with the date of their “birth.” 
The Rock Island got Into the game by 
annou ncing the provision of women 
stenographers and a clothes pressing 
attachment free of charge, and now 
the acme has been reached by adding 
mu sical programs. 
The phonographs are to be operated 
by the stenographer, and there are to 
be two regu lar concerts daily, matinee 
and evening.

Only one difficu lty Is pre­ 
sented, that being lack of space to ac­ 
commodate the au dience. 
The after­ 
noon concerts are made u p of the 
lighter compositions and of recitations, 
bu t the evening performances are to 
be grand opera, with Caru so, Sembrich, 
Scottl and other stars at their best.
